miniature painters and limners, and a French 
taylor, tenants; alfo property of M. Price.— 
Next door, another tenement, alfo property of 
M. Price, occupied by , and a fchool 
miftrefs.—Next door, lately finifhed ina tafty 
ftile, property of Benjamin Crookfhank, cabinet 
and chair maker, occupied by himfelf.—Next 
door, Benjamin Carr, mufical inftrument feller, 
alfo property of B. Crookfhank.—Next to Gil- 
more’s, in Fair-ftreet, Philip Sykes, thoe maker, 
tenant; property of the Moravian Church — 
In the rear of this, two other houfes, alio pro- 
perty of the Moravian Church. 

The greater lofers in this melancholy accident, 
are, Mr:. White, Mr. Price, Mr. Crookthank, 
and theiVieravianChurch. The lols of goods and 
srrras alfo great, and camnot be afcertain- 
ed at prefent.

This is to inform any poor unfortunate thip’s 
crew that may be caft away upon this unfortunate 
Ifland, that en the eleventh of this month we 
failed from Lancevaux in the fchooner Flying 
Fith, bound to Charlefton. The 13th at 120’ 
clock was run afhore, and in one hour the veilel 
bilged. We gotin our boat the next morning, 
and got fafeaithore. We made different trials to 
get water, but found itin vain. We tried to 
get to the wreck, but could not, for want of 
oats; and being fo weak that one of our people 
by the name of James Trafey, departed this life. 
Here we held a council, what was belt to be done; 
we concluded to proceed to Acklin’s Keys, in 
our boat, with a {mall fail, and 2 paddles. The 
names of the people we leave behind to put in the 
papers by whoever reads this letter, and gets fate 
into port. hos. Bailey Matter, Jno. Dunf- 
combe, Mate, Benj. Parker, Merchant, Stephen 
Levy, Sailor, Samuel Mexa, Sailor.
